He said many conserva­ 
tion practices that are effec­ 
tive on farmland can also be 
used to curb nonfarm e r o ­ 
sion. 
"Burning prairies and crop 
residues once sent n a tu r a l 
plant nutrients up in clouds 
of smoke," Abbott said. Nov^ 
thanks to enlightened c o n ­ 
servation methods, durning is 
no longer practiced. 
This 
source of pollution from our 
farmlands has been alm ost 
elim inated. 
, 
"Crop rotations are used 
to conserve and improve the 
soil and fight insects, weeds 
and diseases," he explained. 
The c o n s e r v a t io n farmer 
strives to reduce soil loss and 
runoff and tills reduces th e 
likelihood of fertilizers and 
chem icals w ashing 
into 
streams and lakes. Abbott 
said, "T ile whole concept of 
conservation is founded on 
planning for t h e protection 
and iuipiuveniciii uf Ute cir 
vironment - a positive ap­ 
proach." The same positive 
principle can be used 
in 
planning for recreation, in­ 
dustry, housing development 
and the like. Such planning 
should begin with tile land 
and its related resources. 
Abbott said that most con­ 
servation work is done in ru­ 
ral areas by farm ers 
and 
ranchers - but that the tech­ 
nical help that has been 
proven successful in r u r a l 
programs is also available for 
nonfarm use.

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Regina Mueller’s years span almost a century

It was Edgar G u e s t who 
said in one of his poetry "It 
takes a heap of livin* in, to 
make a house a home." 
Mrs. Regina (Ernest) Koch 
Mueller, now 96, has estab- 
Hshed proof of this p o e t i c 
philosophy, 
Fen: the first 92 years of 
her busy life, Mrs, Mueller 
lived in the sturdy two * story 
rock house in D'Hanis where 
she was born March 2, 1874 
and which had been the first 
home of her parents and their 
l l children, seven sons and 
four daughters, of whom Re­ 
gina is the sole survivor. 
She is the f ou rt h child 
born to Stephan and Margar­ 
et Folin Koch, n a t i v e s of 
Germ any, who had emigrated 
to Texas about 1850, Accord­ 
ing to a yellowed newspaper 
clipping, su pp l ie d by his 
grandson Robert Koch of Hon­ 
do, Stephan was born in W all­ 
ien, Kreiz Moritz, and came 
to Medina County viaGaiver 
ton. 
Four years ago, when the 
responsibilities ot maintain­ 
ing the big home alone b e - 
came too much for its f r a i l 
but determined mistress, her 
family persuaded her to take 
residence in Brown's Nursing 
Center, Hondo, where she 
could live among some of 
her contemporaries and form­ 
er neighbors, 
It was there that I met Re­ 
gina Mueller for the 
first 
time last week — a case of 
admiration at first sight for 
the independent, spunky i n - 
dividualist she has remained, 
in spite of the handicap 
of 
deafness and the encroaching 
toll of Time, 
We communicated main­ 
ly by written questions, which 
she read easily without glass­ 


es. Her alen mind and eyes 
often anticipate replies, add* 
ing surprisingly animated bits 
of information from her store 
of memories. She insists, "I 
have forgotten mare than I 
ever knew. But I try to hold 
on to a thought when It is 
helping me on what I should 
say." 
Laughingly, with the glint 
of mischief which I found 
completely disarming and de­ 
lightful, she added: 
"I re­ 
member this from childhood: 
Don't ask too many questions 
and I will try not to tell too 
many lies I" 
As a little girl, Reg ina 
said, she much preferred the 
freedom of outdoors and any 
farm or field chores to the 
daily dishes and other domes­ 
tic tasks indoors. 
She ac­ 
companied her father every­ 
where he permitted her to 
do so. "I don't t h ink 
the 
house missed me too much 
because t h e r e were 
more 
than enough extra hands to 
go around," 
"School?" my pen inquir­ 
ed. "Oh, school, sure," she 
answered, ' it was there and 
had to be attended so I went. 
The teachers must have been 
good because they taught me 
to read and to know that ed­ 
ucation through books was ne­ 
cessary. I loved to read when 
I could use my eyes 
more 
freely." 
"The older you grov;" she 
offered, "the more you seem 
to live in the past. We have 
to watch this or w e ' l l 
be 
backing up all the way! 
I 
love to r e m e m b e r earlier 
days when we were a com­ 
plete family. How happy we 
were I" 
Regina and Ernest M u e l ­ 
ler were married "a 
long 
time ago", she told me, ad­ 
mitting that the exact date 
escaped her but remembering 
that the ceremony had been 
performed in St. Dominic's 
Catholic Church. Its crumb­ 
ling stone walls and g aping 
Gothic windows still 
stand 
sentinel to the remains of pi­ 
oneers in the church b u r i a l 
ground where rugged iron 
crosses and concrete statues 
that have resisted age and 
neglect still mark the pass- 
ing years for succeeding gen­ 
erations. 
"We had four sons," said 
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their mother softly. "Johnnie 
and Eddie are gone now. God 
rest them, but I still have my 
Harry in Hondo and my Jo e 
in D'Hanis, and many devot­ 
ed nephews and nieces who 
come to see me and help me 
remember old times, maybe 
over and over and over." Ed 
Koch, son of Regina's brother 
Nick, and his wife May, are 
frequent visitors these days. 
Reminiscences recaptured 
some of those old times. She 
spoke frequently of her p a r- 
ents, who had turned the or­ 
iginal farm home over to her 
when they moved just across 
the railroad tracks to a sim­ 
ilar but smaller r o c k house, 
still occupied by the J a c k 
Snyder family of D'Hanis. 
"I could look out 
my 
kitchen window and keep an 
eye on Mama who was al­ 
ways full of energy and up to 
almost anything. One day I 
saw her coming across 
th e 
tracks to my house just ai I 
heard the rumble of a train," 
Regina says she still shudders 
at the memory. 
Her mother, oblivious of 
tlic danger, walked into the 
path of the s l o w - m o v i n g 
train which rolled her down 
the track's cindered banks. 
Trainmen rushed to her r e s- 
cue and Regina said, "I flew, 
scared half to death mvself." 
Mama was g rimy 
and 
bleeding but conscious and 
fussing at herself instead! of 
at the solicitous t r a i n me n 
who placed her on a cot and 
took her to Regina's home 
where she was nursed back to 
recovery. "When I asked 
Mama if she was hurt 
very 
bad," said her f rightened 
d a u g ht er , "she answered, 
"Well, if that 
lightning 
couldn't kill me when it 
tried, a train had better not 
try either!" 
Actually, it was Regina's 
Aunt Louisa Anderle, 
who 
lived with Mama, who 
al­ 
most died of fright. 
When 
she saw what had happened 
to her sister, she came crawl­ 
ing under the stalled train to 
help pick up whatever was 
left of Mama. Regina 
re­ 
members, "We tried not to 
laugh through our tears but 
we just had to, we were so 
relieved!" 
Mama recovered only to 
be caught up in other esca­ 
pades of her own daring. An­ 
other time, said her devoted 
daughter, "I saw her climb­ 
ing up a tall ladder to the 
bam where she knew she had 
no business. I said, 
" God, 
You help me watch Mama*. 
Just then the ladder broke 
and down went Mama and I 
flew to ask the same 
old 
question, 'Are you hurt?* " . 
This time Mama confess­ 
ed that her pride hurt the 
most and maybe she had a 
bump on one leg but the oth­ 
er was " all OK." She dusted 
herself off and accompanied 
Regina home, like nothing 
had happened. 
Regina's still happy philo­ 
sophy is strong enough to 
brighten more somber moods 
when memory harkens back 
wistfully to younger years. A 
devout Catholic, she cherish­ 
es the beautiful gold c r u c i ­ 
fix that accompanied her mo* 
ther across the seas from her

homeland almost a

and a quarter ago. 
"I have 
worn it constantly all through 
these years," Regina told me. 
"It is of great comfort and it 
keeps Mama's love with me 
always." 
"God never f a i l s if we 
trust Him completely," she 
continued softly. "My l i f e 
has been filled with many 
joys, many sorrows, j us t as 
we all must experience. 
I 
still cling to my faith." 
If Regina Mueller's mem­ 
ories include nostalgic yearn­ 
ing for days long gone, she 
does not impose them on oth­ 
ers, at least not to their d is- 
comfort. A s t i f l e d 
sigh 
speaks volumes but a hand- 
c l a s p or an understanding 
smile reassure her and help 
direct communication along 
happier lanes. 
She has not seen her old 
home few a long time now, 
nor does she suggest a 
r e ­ 
turn to it. 
Perhaps 
long 
thoughts t r a v e r s e the long 
miles between. 
To help me get a b e t t e r 
background for this story, Joe 
Mueller accompanied me to 
the old place last week for a 
view of the area where his 
•own boyhood had been spent. 
Except for the disorder of 
unoccupancy, the high-ceil- 
inged rooms r e m a i n much 
the same as Regina Mueller 
left them.

We stopped at what is 
called "the old Peter Koch 
place" just long enough to 
see its rock-walled home and 
to hear Nettie and Joe tell 
about a sulphur well once 
known for its healing po w­ 
ers. 
House, well and land now 
belong to Nicolas Rodriguez 
who farms its 50 acres 
and 
produces broomcorn and feed 
crops. His son, Edward,

School, showed me the well, 
now covered by flat stones. 
He removed t he m and 
dropped a small rock into its 
darkened depths. I distinctly 
heard a splash in water that 
might still contain its form­ 
er sulphuric or sulphurous 
valences.

shared with Regina Mueller 
some of the sights
